A CHANGE IN THE TACTICS. 

The “letter-writer” was contented with 
arranging funerals and inviting people to 
participate for over seven months, when 
something happened which caused somewhat 
ofa change in the tactics. This was the 
publication of the story by alocal paper.

My Precious Doomed Darling: I did not intend 
to write you any more persecuting letters, for 
your time of living is short without anything else 
te torment you, but I want to warn you again to 
be on your guard for I am going to shoot you 
this week. I think it is no more than right that 
I should let you know what danger you are in 
every Gay and night. You are a young and in- 
nocent girl, and I know that by shooting you I 
will be committing the most horrible crime that 
can’t be forgiven by God or‘man. I well know 
that I will be lynchea, and I know I will richly 
deserve to be, but the sooner you and I are out 
of the world’s way the better it will be for both 
of us, for I don’t care to die if I had to tomorrow.

With the Hice letter begins the prepara- 
tions for the iast act. That was six weeks 
ago. It happened tnat W. H. Parks of Chi- 
cago,a nephew of Mrs. White, had lately 
visited them at Joliet, heard the who!e story, 
and naturally enough suggested that the case 
be putin the hands of the post-office author- 
ities. Mr. White had not thought of doing 
that. He had hardly taken any notice of the 
letters fora couple of years. But with the 
Hice letter came Parks’ suggestion, and 
White decided to take the advice. He sent 
a bundle of the letters’to Parks and the latter 
placed them in the hands of Post-Office In- 
spector James Stuart at Chicago. 

This was not known outside the family, 
but somehow the “letter-writer” took 
alarm and wrote no more, either to Miss Jes- 
sieor her acquaintances. And from this 
time on Miss Jessie’s actions became more 
than usually strange. 

One night the police were notified to keep 
a look-out for her,as she had “ wandered 
away from home and was supposed to be out 
of her head.”” Butshe came back all right 
and thefamily regretted having applied te 
the police. Again afew nights later Miss 
Jessie wandered away ill clad and with a 
shawl over her head. The family of 
Frank Piant, a neighbor, was aroused by a 
knock at the front door. It was opened and 
Jessie White fell inside, prostrate upon the 
floor. She got up with difficuity, asked for 
something to eat, and was irrational in her 
manner. é 

Monday of this week Cousin Parks and his 
wife came down from Chicago on a visit. Parks 
brought word from Inspector Stuart that if 
any more letters were written he would send 
a man down to Joliet to thoroughly work the 
case up. This information had a decided ef- 
fect upon the girl. She evinced an aversion 
for Cousin Parks’ society and remained shut 
up in her room the greater part of the time. 

COOL PREPARATIONS FOR DEATH. 

With the utmost coolness she prepared to 
die. An affecuonate note to the family was 
written, and she arrayed herself in 
her best clothes. After getting Cousin 
Parks’ revolver she left the house at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon, without any appa- 
rent emotion at partang with her mother and 
sister. She walked past ber father without 
stopping and in answer to a question from 
him said that she was going to mail a letter. 
With the revolver concealed in her cloak she 
went down town to McPherson’s photograph 
gallery. 

“TI want a tin-type taken,” she said, unbut- 
toning her cloak. 

Mr. McPherson said be was too busy to 
take tin-types that afternoon and told her to 
call tomorrow. 

**No; I must have it now,” she replied, and 
argued for some time with the proprietor, but 
in vain. He would not take the 
aftertioon. | . 

Then she went to Haviland & Stoddard’s 
livery stable. She was not accustomed te 
riding about in phaetons, nor did she have any 
money in her pocketbook wherewith to hire 
one. But she introduced herself to Mr. Stod- 
dard, and was allowed to take the phaeton. 

“Ts the horse gentile?” she asked. 

Mr. Stoddara replied that he was. 

“Tt won’t make any difference if I don’t 
pay you before I get back, will it?’ she said. 

Stoddard told her that was all right, anu 
she drove off. 

For nearly an hour she drove about the 
principal streets, nodding to acquaintances 
and apparently enjoying herself. Fiaally 
she brought the horse up to the curb in front 
of the Hotel Munroe, on one of the busiest 
thorovghfares. Throwing her cloak open she 
coolly placed the revolver to her heart and 
pulled the trigger. As she fell over 
in the agonies of death the horse turned its 
head but did not stir. It was gentile, as 
Stoddard had said. 

In her last letter she selects for the under- 
taker the man who had previously received 
orders from the anonymous correspondent. 
The young men she asks to be the pall-bear- 
ers are the same young men who have at dif- 
ferent times been selected by ‘* the letter. 
writer” for that office. The clergyman and 
the liverymen are also coincidences. 


THE TREND OF PUBLIC OPINION. 

It is noted by those who have investigated 
the case at all that the envelopes in which 
the anonymous letters were sent were almost 
always of home manufacture and made of 
the same paper on which the letters were 
written. One more fact is adaed without 
comment. Many of the letters to young men 
accused Miss White of acts of immorality. 
The phrases used by the anonymous letter- 
writer were those which a woman would 
use. 

There is an irrationality running through 
the whole series of anonymous lJetters which 
denotes insanity. And Jessie White’s con- 
duct and farewell letter are in harmony with 
this characteristic strain in the letters. 

A week ago Jessie said to her father, when 
be was talking to her about his hopes of dis- 
covering “the letter-writer” through the 
post-office authorities: 

“Don’t talk about it any more. You will 
never find out who is doing it.” 

It is a significant circumstance that she 
killed herself because of this persecution, as 
she says in her letter, at a time when she 
was freer from it than ever before, For 
three years and a half she had endured 
these threats of death and thesé annoyances, 
For six weeks “ the letter-writer”’ had been 
silent. Apparently there was a better chance 
of discovering his long-concealed identity 
than ever before. Yet she writes this pecu- 
liar letter of farewell and choses the most 
theatrical manner of suicide she could well 
have devised. 

WHAT THE INQUEST DEVELOPED. 

The inquest was held at Chamberiain’s un- 
dertaking establishment this afternoon. The 
only witnesses examined were those who 
had seen the girl kill herself, the father, J, 
S. White, and the cousin, W. H. Parks. The 
latter iaentitied the revolver as his own, and 
told about placing the“anonymous letters in 
the hands of Inspector Stuart.

TAFT ON GERMAN SCULPTURE. 


Lecture at the Art Institute Last Night— 
Works of Thorwaidsen. 


Mr. Lorado Taft’s lecture at the Art Insti- 
tute last evening upon “ German Sculpture” 
éeaitlargely with Thorwaldsen. Although 
not strictly a German, he belongs to the 
great Teutonic family, and can therefore be 
classed with the Northerners. He lived in 
Copenhagen until his 27th year, when he 
started for Rome. There he received unusual 


encouragement, orders being heaped upon 
him. Twenty-three years passed before he 
returned to Denmark. 

Views of some of his works were shown, 
especially his a in vege, Mage is much 
of the old classic feeling. {His ** Night” is 
singularly beautiful in neeption, and 
has a ‘fine simplicity 1n composition 
and in handling.

His most 
famous work, an equestrian statue 
of Elector Frederick, is nobly dignified. 
Schluter attempted to build a tower, which, 
unfortunately, fell down when it was near 
completion, and carried tne reputation of the 
artist with it. He died soon afterwards of 
shame and mortification. Dannecker’s 
‘‘ Ariadne and the Panther” shows that in 
spite of French scorn some of the Germars 
understand the apatomy of animals. 
Rauch, one of the most famous 
of the mocerns, modeled a great statue of 
William the Great, which as it stands in 
bronze is forty-four feet in height.
